A CONFESSION iS MADE. 


Two Broiiiers of the Woman Com­ 
mitted tiie Crime—Bath Are 
Held tor Murder. 


The 
inyEtery 
surrounding

Saturday night was cleared M on­ 
day 
night by the confession 
of 
W ill 
Greenhill, one

The confession of W ill Greenhill 
was made in the presence of four 
reputable witnesses, and is to the 
effect that he and his brother, Dan, 
on going to the home of his sister, 
found her in company with Meloy. 

W ill 
carrying a double-bitted ax, and 
Dan a hatchet. 
T hey found Sadie 
sitting on M eloy’s lap, and attack­ 
ed them both.

ter with the hatchet, cutting her 
twice on the temple. 
W ill says he 
struck Meloy an overhand blow 
with the ax. 
Both bodies fell to 
the floor. 
In 
searching 
M eloy’s 
pockets 
they found the revolver which was 
used in evidence, and Dan took it 
and shoved it in 
the wounds in 
their head«^ and 
fired. 
He 
then 
dropped 
the 
pistol 
in 
his 
hip 
pocket 
and ran over 
home 
and 
washed it off and took it back and 
laid it on the floor near M eloy’s 
body. 
W ill had been over home 
and hid the ax between the mat­ 
tresses of his 
bed, where it was 
found. 
He said their motive for the deed 
was that they did not like the w ay 
Sadie lived; that she had a little 
property, and they knew that all 
M eloy wanted in marrying her was 
to get hold of it and spend it, and 
they would rather see her dead and 
end it alL

Ellen Sto ne. 


SURROUNDED IN DEFILE. 


Tije Rest o f tlie Co mpany Ro bbed and 
a Man Murdered—Thirty Dis- 
ffuised Bandits. 


A detailed acco unt o f the cap­ 
ture o f Miss Ellen M. Sto ne, the 
missio nary, by brigands in Turkey, 
lies been receiv ed here in a letter 
fro m Mrs. II. C. Haskell, o f Samo - 
ko v , Bulgaria, 
says the Kansas 
City Star. 
Her letter says : 
“ Miss Sto ne had been ho lding 
her usual summer scho o l fo r Bible 
wo rkers in Bansko , Macedo nia. 
On September 3 a party co nsisting 
o f six students fro m the co llegiate 
institute at Samo ko v , three o r fo ur 
Bulgarian teachers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Tsiika— who had 
spent 
sev eral 
years in 
America—Mrs. Oo shera 
and Miss Sto ne started fo r Djumia, 
twelv e ho urs away. 
Fro m there 
they w'ere to go to their different 
ho mes. 
“ A t abo ut half past 4 o ’clo ck 
that afterno o n, as they were rest­ 
ing in a defile in the mo untains— 
o nly Miss Sto ne and Mrs. Tsiika 
had ho rses, the rest were o n fo o t— 
they were surro unded by thirty o r 
lo rty 
armed 
men. 
They 
were 
dressed in Turkish co stume, but 
their faces were either masked o r 
blackened^—a hideo us cro wd. They 
o rdered the party to march and 
dro v e them up the steep mo untain 
side—so steep that Miss Sto ne fell 
two o r three times and they helped 
her up. 
She said to the b o ys: 
* Chey are taking us away fro m the 
ro ad to ro b us and perhaps kill us.’ 
She didn’t speak o f capture as it is 
almo st unheard o f fo r bdga o ds to 
take wo men. 
“ After go ing an ho ur’s distance 
they sto pped and demanded the 
mo ney o f o ur friends. 
They to o k 
the go ld, but returned the silv er. 
One o f o ur students managed to 
slip his watch into his hat and 
sav ed 
it. 
When this was o v er 
so me o f them said to Miss Sto ne : 
*We want yo u,’ and o rdered her 
and Mrs. Tsiika to go with them. 
The bo ys expected she wo uld cry 
and remo nstrate, but she said no t a 
wo rd, no r did she bid her co m­ 
panio ns go o d-by. Mr. Tsiika made 
a mo v e to fo llo w his wife, but they 
farced him back.

Under the coiiStiluaon, congress 
is prohibited from making any iaw 
abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press. 
There are some 
jurists who contend ttiat the police 
are restrained by these provisions 
from preventing the advocacy of 
anarchistic doctrines unless sedi­ 
tion permeates the arguments used, 
and from prohibiting the publica­ 
tion of anarchistic organs, which 
are regarded as the most important 
instruments of the anarchistic prop­ 
aganda. 
Notwithstanding 
these 
provis­ 
ions of the constitution, Solicitor 
General Richards believes congress 
has ample authority to enact a law 
defining anarchism and punishing 
all advocates or Ìollowers of its 
doctrines. 
“ If congress sees fit,” Mr. R ich­ 
ards added, “ it can go so far as to 
direct the expatriaiion of persons 
of this class.”

Testimony indicating that John 
Meloy and Mrs. Sadie Uren, who 
were killed last Saturday night at 
DeSoto in the w om an’s home, were 
both murdered, and did not die, as 
was at first believed, from wounds 
inflicted by Meloy, was given at 
the coroner’s inq uest Sunday. 
William Greenhili and Daniel 
Greenhill, brothers of Mrs. Uren, 
admitted on the witness stand that 
they had struck both

and Meloy in the head with an ax 
and a hatchet, declaring they did 
so because of excitement brought 
about by their belief that Meloy 
had shot their sister and then 
turned the weapi>n on himself. 
They are being held. 
Doctors Farrar, Higginbotham 
and Auerswold, three of the most 
eminent surgeons in tliat section of 
the country, swore that the ax and 
hatchet wounds had been inflicted 
before the bullets were fired into 
the heads of the dead man and wo­ 
man. 
□ More startling was the testimony 
of the doctors that the pistol used 
was 
thrust 
directly 
into 
the 
wounds 
inflicted 
by 
axe and 
hatchet, 
and 
then 
fired. 
The 
wounds of both Meloy and Mrs. 
Uren are in the right temple, and 
very similar, and the bullet was 
found in the same place—under the 
scalp at the back of the head— in 
each case. 
All three physicians stood firm 
in the statement that the bullets 
were fired into the brain after the 
gashes were inflicted by axe and 
hatchet, and declared that when

gashes together 
there was no indication of a bullet 
wound.
